An engincer unit was quartered in the «enor 
house on Klara “ictiinstrasse, Five pontoons were observed lying on the Mlbe 
bank and five others berthed in the water. About 20 strutied steel structures , 
three meters lon; by one meter hifh, were observed lying near the pontoons. 
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6. No antiatreraft guns were observed at any of the Elbe bridges at Magdeburg on 
6 Decenibor 


7. Observations between 5 and 9 December disclosed that no antiaircraft guns pro= 
tected the bridges over the Oder at Kuestrin, or those over the Neisse at Guben 


and Forst, and that no guns were emplaced on the German side of the Oder at 
Frankfurt.
